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Bombs On North Viet Nam 


One of the m assive heavy-bomb raids of the 


war in Southeast Asia has been staged against a 


target in North Viet Nam. 


This conceivably could be another turning 
point in the tortuous path of this strange war. 
It could confirm in the minds of many North 
Vietnamese a suspicion they m ust have shared 
by this tim e with observers elsew here—that the 
United States is interested in vastly more than 
the independence of South Viet Nam 


lf the ultim ate idea is to establish a bastion 
in Southeast Asia against the Chinese People's 
Republic, which seem s more and m ore plausi­ 
ble, North Viet Nam ultimately would have to 
be pacified, as well as the Viet Cong This pre­ 
sumably would be accomplished with U.S. aerial 
farce. 
Perhaps the shape of the retaliation that 
would follow was outlined when enemy m ortar 
fire hit a U.S. air base only four miles from 
downtown Saigon. It has been an open secret 
that if the United States ever bombed Hanoi. 
as advocated by U S. war hawks, enem y m ortar 
fire would plaster Saigon; that the m ortars are 
within range and ready to fire 


The United States could bomb Hanoi only 
with heavy Strategic Air Command bombers 
flying thousand of miles at enormous cost and 
risk. But the enemy could plaster Saigon with 
a few detachm ents of guerrillas manning m ort­ 
ars planted within a short distance away. 
The Viet Cong has no air force 
North Viet 
Nam has no air force. C hina’s obsolete air 
force hasn't shown up so far in the war. The 
United States has a clear field as far as aerial 
bombing is concerned. Consistent with its estab­ 
lished m ilitary policy of never hesitating about 
the cost of fighting a war, it can spend $100 
million to get the sam e results with bombs its 
opponent might be able to get for a few hundred 
dollars with m ortars. 
It’s a strange war. Everything about it is 
strange, including the latest possibility of enemy 
tactics—the possibility the Viet Cong simply 
m ight m ake itself unavailable as rain slows 
down the pace of the fighting, leaving the 
United States with no visible enemy to destroy 
and leaving the South Vietnam ese tree to fight 
one another and hate Americans, which they 
seem to be more interested in doing right now 
than anything else. 


Followers Of Buddha 


The next overdue realization in Viet Nam is 
why 
Buddhists 
assum e 
a 
civilian 
govern­ 
ment could m aintain itself in power. 
The assumption would have to be based on 
a level of discipline in South Viet Nam hitherto 
tmknown 
Otherwise, 
a civilian 
government 
would be overthrown before it could organize 
its own arm y. 
But could the Buddhist leaders now riding 
high in South Viet N am ’s troubled politics he 
riding just as high in Viet Nam as a whole'' 
Could it be that in a country overwhelmingly 
Buddhist the leaders of this strongly supported 
faith are counting on the support of the m ili­ 
tary in North Viet Nam as well as South Viet 
Nam? 
Could it be that the United States is about 
to be confronted bv a stroke of religious diplom­ 
acy that will m ake if* own efforts to practice 
international diplomacy scorn feeble 
and in­ 
adequate? 
Buddhists are not Communists 
Neither are 
Taoists and the followers of Confucius 
But 
these people are not imbued with the holy-war 


zeal that has characterized non-Communists in 


the W estern World It bas been pointed out by 


m any people who have tried to understand the 


ferment in Asia that nationalism is the principal 
motivation. 


The late Gen Douglas M acArthur was one of 
the foremost Americans to tell his countrymen 
about unrest in Asia after centuries of exploita­ 
tion by European em pire-builders. He said na­ 
tionalism would sweep the continent. 


Have Americans been so single - mindedly 
concentrating on comm unism 
as the source 
of all opposition to their stratagem s in power 
politics that they have overlooked the latent 
influence 
of 
Asia’s 
m ore 
than 
160 
million 
Buddhists, with a common identity of belief 
that might make them m ore influential than 
any m ilitary junta? 


After all. if 90 per cent of the population of 
South Viet Nam is Buddhist. isn t it reasonable 
to believe PO per cent of the soldiery of both 
South and North Viet Nam m ust be Buddhist, 
too? 


Springtime In The Foal Fields 


Coal mine* in Ohio, western Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia. Illinois and Alabama have been 
shut down by a United Mine W orkers strike. 
There used to be a kind of coal mine strike 
called by something close to m utual consent. 
In the heyday of John L. I>ewis as intrepid lead­ 
e r of the m iners, the strategy was to keep 
track of the coal above ground as winier gave 
way to spring, then call a mine strike when 
the surplus threatened to grow to unw ieldy 
proportions.

Thousands of golf geeks pay big money to 
traipse around the course, herded like sheep, 
thirsty, leg-weary and unable ‘o see much worth 
seeing, unless they are spry enough to get into 
the front row where the action is. 


Most astonishing of all is the equanim ity of 
the pro golfers with all these people breathing 
down their necks and [leering at them on gawk 
boxes. 
When I dubbed at this vexing gam e years 
ago, I was able to stay with it as long as I 
did only because my frustration was private. 
Only the other dub I was playing with knew 
how inept I was. We shared our shame. 
lf we couldn't tee off in private, we waited. 
This was before golf becam e the sum m ertim e 
national game, of course Privacy was possible. 
If other players cam e up behind us. we waved 
them through 
We wanted our snake-killing to 
be kept from public view Our sense of decency 
called for it 
We wanted to keep our spasticity 
hidden 
W’e felt about our golf gam e the way- 
decent people feel about covering the face of 
the dead; it should be decently covered 
G ranted, today’s professionals can do am az­ 
ing things with golf balls and those crooked 
sticks that are so illv -adapted for the purpose 
to which they are put The pros have a right 
to act like showoffs They have a saleable act. 
But it still beats me how they can do any­ 
thing as deeply personal as waggles and reac­ 
tion to deep disappointment in front of millions 
without going to pieces under pressure 
I can 
think of no other game people play for money 
that puts an individual under closer inspection, 
unless it might be billiards 
And does anyone want to bet billiards won't 
come along one day soon as a prim e attrac­ 
tion for TVtewers-’ Of all the gam es that could 
be1 adapted to a TV cam era’s range, billiards 
is foremost 
Golf. I should think, will wear itself out be­ 
cause spectators will ask. “ W hat's new ?” When 
you've seen one of the great golfers, vou'vr 
seen em all. That is going to be the trouble 
with golf 
But in fhet meantim e I am amazed at the 
way the prosj fa iry on without turning a hair. 


While all this was happening, coal mine op­ 


erators. politicians and editorialists would he 


fuming and fussing about the irresponsibility of 


the UMW.

IT HITS HARD at the President's appeal lo 


labor to hold its demand for wage increases to 


a $3 20-a-week hike on every hundred dollars 
earned by a working man or woman—the offi­ 
cial Council of Economic Advisers’ w age guide­ 
line. 
In fact, the previously unreported Goldfinger 
memo, dispatched on March ll to C. J. Hag­ 
gerty, head of the powerful and rebellious build­ 
ing and construction trades unions, m akes out 
a case for twice the limit set by President 
Johnson. 


Considerable significance should be given to 
the m em orandum since it was prepared for the 
head of a central council of 18 unions with 3 5 
million m em bers in the $60 billion construction 
field. 


It says this 
The cost of living went up in 
1965 by 17 per cent. This is the governm ent s 
own figure issued by the Consumer Price Index 
people, so no one can dispute it 
Therefore, it should be added to the 3 2 per 
cent increase which is “ suggested'’ by the fed­ 
eral wage guidelines. 


Otherwise, the actual wage increase received 
from a 3.2 per cent raise—the actual purcha.Mng 
power—is worth less than half of what appears 
to be additional pay. 


THUS, GOLDFINGER 
argues 
“ Therefore, 
even to get the Council of Economic Advisers’ 
3.2 per cent guideline figure, in term s of real 
gains of buying power, you need a wage settle­ 
ment of 4 9 per cent, excluding all other issues, 
such as wage inequities, etc 


“ In other words, you need wage settlem ents 
of about 5 per cent this year m erely to obtain 
a 3 2 per cent improvement in buying power . .’’ 


This does not include the cost of better pen­ 
sions. wider medical coverage, shorter hours. 


and a score of holiday and vacation Innges 
without which few contracts are signed these 


days. 
So the cost of the package which the influen­ 
tial building trades leaders feel fully justified in 
seeking m ay run to more than double what Mr.

So strong is the construction trades union lead­ 
ership bitterness on this that the usually re­ 
strained plum bers’ union president and elder 
statesm an.

THE UNITED NATIONS is supposed to be 
concerned with the preservation of peace and 
with the adoption of m easures that will lead to 
peace discussions Certainly to pass a resolu­ 
tion which authorizes military force against 
shipping destined 
Rhodesia is a far m ore 
serious sfep by the Security Council of the U.N. 
than authorization of a commission to initiate 
a peace conference in Viet Nam would be. 
The French representative at the Security 
Council took the position that the Rhodesian af­ 
fair is strictly internal, and implied that only 
if there were a threat to international peace, 
would intervention be justified 
United States Ambassador Goldberg defended 
the resolution, declaring that to impose legal 
sanctions to halt and search m erchantm en on 
the high seas was a major step for any trading 
nation to take in wartime 
He implied that the 
conflict between Great Britain and the rebel 
government in Rhodesia has a direct relation­ 
ship to international peace The French dispute 
this view. 


SO FAR AS VIET NAM is concerned, there are 
no such legal doubts The war there Involves 
Southeast Asian nations as well as the United 
States This country has sent an arm y of more 
than 235.000 men to South Viet Nam. and mili­ 
tary forces, though in sm aller numbers, from 
other countires are engaged in the fighting there 
Not only is a war going on. hut a threat lo 
the peace of a continent is evident. Yet the 
United Nations docs nothing about it 
The big question i" how long public confidence 
can or will be reposed in the U.N. when it delib­ 
erately avoids taking steps to end the war in 
Viet Nam 


MANY PEOPLE have hoped that the United 
Nations would provide a forum for the discus­ 
sion of international questions and that it could 
also bring together peace-keeping forces which 
wfould be able to intervene in situations like that 
which has arisen in Vie! Nam The American 
people have been patient and have stuck by the 
I nited N a t i o n s notwithstanding its 
manx 
frustrations. 


There arises now, however, a question as to 
what good it is to this country to pay millions 
of dollars a year to the support of the United 
Nations, when in a crisis such as exists in Vie! 
Nam nothing is done either by the Security 
Council or by the General Assembly to authorize 
collective action by mem ber nations under the 
auspices of the organization itself to secure 
peace.

NEW YORK (AP)—Sen. Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., urged 
today that the United States 
“make every effort” to ar­ 
range for the exit of the “few 
hundred American citizens still 
in Cuba, most of whom would 
like to get out.” 
He said negotiations had been 
under way “for some time” 
through the Swiss government 
to get the Americans “consid­ 
ered as part of the category 
now eligible for the refugee air­ 
lift directly to

States.” 
In testimony prepared for de­ 
livery here before the Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee on ref­

NEW YORK (AP) - A newi 
process which developers say 
could make wheat palatable to 
Asia's 
rice-eating 
millions 
— , 
and thus be a partial answer to 
famine — will be tested in a pi­ 
lot project beginning this week 
in Hong Kong. 


Wheat kernels are peeled by a 
lye process that makes them 
look like rice and cook like rice. 
The purpose of the project is to 
see whether Asians decide that 
it tastes like rice. 


One of the biggest roadblocks 
to easing world famine, experts 
say. is that some people would 
rather die than change their 
eating habits. 
Millions of the rice-eating peo­ 
ple in India’s Kerala State live 
on the verge of starvation rath­ 
er than eat the wheat flowing 
into their country. Rioting mobs 
shouted at police: “Give us rice 
or shoot us!”

prejudices” is necessary so that 
people can be fed the food that 
is 
available, 
says Melvin 
B 
Myers, director of the material 
resources 
program 
of

Church World Service, sponsors 
of the pilot project. 


Many millions of other Asians 
besides the Keralites are rice 
eaters and have been reluctant 
to use what, he said in an inter-1 
view today 
“ At one time the children of 
Hong Kong and Japan couldn’t 
stand milk. They didn’t know 
what it was.’’ said Myers. “Now 
they drink it ail the time. 
“Suppose

was suddenly faced with a fam­ 
ine. Do you think the people 
would eat grubs or ants or drink 
blood before they would starve’’ 
Yet. these are the staples of 
some people.”

Sen. Robert D. Fleming, the

by 
Gov. 
Scranton in his record $1 464 bil­ 
lion budget for the fiscal year 
starting July I. 
These 
increases, 
however, 
Jiave been deemed necessary 
and were approved by Budget 
Secretary Martin H. Rrackbill, 
Fleming, an Allegheny County 
Republican, said. 
Some 30 other money bills to­ 
taling $60 million were in posi­ 
tion for a final vote in the Sen­ 
ate as it and the House re­ 
turned to work today. 
In the Democratic-cont rolled 
House, the focus was on a com­ 
promise bituminous mine subsi­ 
dence bill which was introduced 
by 136 sponsors Tuesday and 
given immediate approval by 
the House Mines and Mineral 
Industries Committee 
Leaders in the House and Re­ 
publican Senate expressed their 
approval of the measure, thus 
pointing the way toward quick 
passage. Gov. Scranton said he 
was grateful that the two parties 
reached 
an 
accord. The bill 
would require coal companies to 
leave supporting pillars of coal 
under houses and public build­ 
ings. 
Across the rotunda, three Re­ 
publican senators introduced a 
resolution which would pave the 
way for sharp changes in laws 
concerning the state police. 
It calls on the Joint State 
Government Com m i s s i o n to 
study the feasibility of placing 
the offices of the commissioner 
and deputy commissioner under 
civil service. Tile resolution was 
referred to committee. 
The new subsidence bill re­ 
places both a Senate-passed bill 
buried and another sponsored 
by House Democrats. 
The bill would bold coal oper­ 
ators liable for subsidence dam­ 
age to any existing home or 
public building, such as a school 
hospital, municipal facility, or 
cemetery. Commercial or indus 
trial plants would be excluded 
The owner of any future struc­ 
ture would have to negotiate 


with the operator to determine 
the price of coal left under­ 
ground to serve as supports, lf 
they were unable to reach an 
agreement, a mediator would be 
I appointed by the state mines 
secretary. 
A coal operator also would be 
required to get a permit from 
the Mines Department before 
mining 
under existing 
struc­ 
tures. 
In 
his application, he 
would have to list safeguards 
against subsidence. 
Failure to acquire a permit 
.could result in a fine of up to 
I $5,000 or imprisonment of up to 
one year or both, plus $50 a day 
for every day of noncompliance. 
The bill would not be retro­ 
active. 
In other action 
Veterans—The House Commit­ 
tee on Military and Veterans Af­ 
fairs reported out a bill to pro­ 
vide a bonus of up to $500 for 
veterans of the Viet Nam con­ 
flict. 
Rape — The House adopted a 
resolution calling on Pennsylva­ 
nia judges to adopt a minimum 
bail of $10,000 for persons char­ 
ged with rape. Other resolutions 
were introduced

House and Senate calling on the 
I governor to call a special ses­ 
sion on the subject. 
Sales tax—A bill was intro­ 
duced in the House to raise the 
sales tax exemption on food and 
beverages bought in restaurants 
from 50 cents to $1. 
Highway beautification — Gov.

ANSWER: Poisonous snakes inject a powerful poison or 
venom through their fangs when they bite someone Such a 
bite can prove fatal unless treated in some way. The hest 


treatment is to use anti-venom serum, which is often carried 
in first aid kits. This material is made by injecting large an 
imals with repeated small amounts of snake venom, until 
their bodies build up resistance to the poison bv producing 
what are called anti-toxins. Blood from the treated animals is 
taken and the serum or watery part of the blood separated 
When this is injected into a person, it enables his body to 
resist the action of the poison. Our picture shows the four 
main kinds of poisonous snakes living in the U. S. A You will 
often hear rules as to how to tell these apart from the harm 
less snakes. But these rules cannot be trusted, for there are 
so many resem blances between poisonous and harmless 
snakes that only an expert can be trusted to tell them apart 
Our picture shows som e of these resemblances Notice the 
thick bodies of both rattlesnakes and hog-nosed snakes, for
